The White House action came 


with approximately 160 ships 
immediately threatened by the 
tieup of ports from Searsport, 
Me. to Brownsville, Tex. Union 
president 
Thomas W. Gleason 


said military cargo would con- 
tinue to move. 


Gleason said he expects an 


80-day injunction later in the 
week. He added, "We will op- 
pose it," and said the strike 
would proceed until the govern- 
ment obtains the injunction. 


Seven times in the past 21 


years the government has used 
the Taft-Hartley act to return 
the longshoremen to work for 
the 80-day cooling off periods. 


The dispute between the union 


and the ports involves wages, 
pensions and other fringe bene- 
fits, a guarantee of 2,080 hours 
of work per year that the ILA is 
seeking. 


The White House announce-

"In terms of impact of a 


strike, government economists 
estimate that the strike would 
cost about $70 million a day in

Rubin, 
who had not been 


called to testify until Thursday, 
led a straggly band of demon- 
strators to the committee door. 
He marched bearded, barefoot 
and barechester, carrying a toy 
M16 rifle, wearing a pistol belt 
and presenting a resplendent 
display of war paint and multi- 
colored peace symbols daubed 
on his body. 


Capitol police guarding the 


hearing clumbers halted Rubin 
at the door and ordered him to 
strip off the belt of bulletswtiich 
he was wearing on his chest 
along with his love beads. 


Two policemen grasped him 


by the biceps where Rubin had 
red and orange antiwar symbols 
painted, marched him down two 
stories of marble stairs and es- 
corted him out of the House Of- 
fice Building. 


There was no attempt by oth- 


er demonstrators to Interfere 
with the police action. 


Police said Rubin would be 


barred until he shed his ammu- 
nition. The guards also confis- 
cated a bleck bull whip from an- 
other protest leader, Abbie Hoff- 
man. 


Rubin, Hoffman and four oth- 


er leaders of peace protests, in- 
cluding David Dellinger, told a

Rubin and Hoffman are lead-

Dellin- 
ger led the peace march on the 
Pentagon a year ago. The oth- 
ers joining in the court suit 
were Rennie Davis, Thomas E. 
Hayden and Robert Greenblat. 


Rubin, who appeared at a 


HUAC hearing two years ago 
wearing an 
American Revolu- 


tionary War uniform, said he 
was dressed for this week's 
investigation in "the guerrilla 
outfit of the future." 


Asked where he got the brass 


jacketed rifle bullets that stud- 
ded 
the 
bandeUero, 
Rubin 


cracked, "I got them off an 
American soldier." 


Last week, Rubin and Hay' 


den, 
founder of the Students for 


a Democratic Society, which 
has campaigned for abolition of 
the HUAC, burned their com- 
mittee subpoenaes on the Uni- 
versity of California's Berkeley 
campus. 


Both, however, have said they 


would aijpear and there have 
been several reports that groups

sity as bounty hunters, oeca* 
sionally slug out their differ* 
ences, 


In the Monday night episode, 


the second in the series, Earl 
Corey, a former Confederate 
army officer, and Jemal David, 
once a slave, are bushwhacked 
in 
the opening shots, Corey 


kills the assailant and takes the 
dead man to the nearest town. 
There he finds there Is a $1,000 
reward for David, dead or alive. 


The rest of the hour was de- 


voted to a succession of fights 
as the bounty hunters attempted 
to learn why David was accused 
of murder In a place he had 
never visited. 


At the end, of course, the 


heroes were fighting loyally side 
by side against the common en- 
emy—the leader of a gang of 
outlaws and fast guns who once 
had been brought in by Jemal, 
The show wound up in a free- 
for-all slugging match, a gun 
battle and, finally, the familiar 
gun duel on that dusty main 
street. 


The only thing that makes 


"The Outcasts" different from a 
thousand oat-burners before It Is 
that the two principals, played 
with prickly intensity by Don 
Murray and Otis Young, are 
whHe and Negro. There are fre- 
quent references to'skin color in 
the dialogue and the two men, 
when they are getting along 
well, usually call each other 
"boss" and "boy" with ironic 
inflection. 


The question is how one can 


build a Western In the classic 
mold without fights and shoot- 
ings. The audience might feel 
cheated.

Mexican 
government" 


raised anew the possibility that 
Mexico's student strife could in- 
terfere with the 1968 Olympics 
which open here Oct. 12. 


It was a fear that students 


would upset the Olympics that 
brought about the army's occu- 
pation of the university Sept. 18. 


Opening ceremonies for the 


Olympics 
are 
scheduled 
for

way from the university campus. 


Eight hours after the 
1,300 


army troops started their with- 
drawal from the campus, the 
students' Strike Council met and 
drew up a statement saying 
they would stick to their origi- 
nal demands for settlement of 
their strike.

U accused SDS of sponsoring

The agency also said the Com- 


munist party continues as a 
danger to the nation's internal 
security, although it has been 
working to achieve respectabili- 
ty in the nation. 


The report listed no arrests

The agency also noted what it 


said was a boost by the Soviet 
Union and several of its allies in 
spying operations in the United 
States.

One test of bridge ability is 


how well one can count to 13. 


Today's hand is a lay down 


grand slam. All South has to 
do is to run off 13 tricks. 
There is a s l i g h t problem 
about the 13th trick. South 
takes 12 tricks with aces, 
kings and queens. If he plays 
them carelessly it turns out 
that East will be left with the 
jack of clubs, West with 10 of 
diamonds, and South with a 
bad case of lost contract. 


Then why is it a lay down? 


Just a simple matter of 13s. 
South wins the diamond lead 
in his own hand and pauses to 
take stock. He counts 12 top 
tricks and sees that his No. 13 
has to come in either dia- 
monds or clubs. If either suit 
breaks 3-3 he is home. If either 
defender holds four cards in 
both those suits, he will be 
s q u e e z e d . Furthermore the 
jack of clubs may drop double- 
ton. All in all, it is a pleasant 
prospect. 


None of these things happen 


but the contract is still a sure 
thing. 


South c a s h e s his high 


spades 
and 
hearts. 
West 


shows out on the second spade 
and East on the second heart. 
West lets two hearts go on 
the spades, East drops two 
spades on the hearts. 


This means that each player 


started with seven cards in 
the majors and is left with a 
total of six c a r d s in the 
minors. 


Now South cashes two more 


diamonds. 
East shows out 


on the third diamond so he 
must have started with four 
clubs.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAO 


Paget's Disease of Bones 
Shows No Early Symptoms 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What causes Paget's dis- 


ease of the bones? What are 
the early symptoms? Is there 
any cure for it? 


A—The cause of this dis- 


ease, also called osteitis defor- 
mans, is u n k n o w n . It may 
occur in young a d u l t s but 
more commonly affects per- 
sons who are over 40. The 
symptoms vary with the loca- 
tion of the bones involved. 
When the legs are affected, 
the earliest manifestation is 
a painful softening and bow- 
ing of the tibias. The bones 
then become harder and thick- 
er and the pain disappears 
but the bowing persists. 


When the bones of the skull 


are affected, there is no pain, 
but as the bones increase in 
size the victim finds that his 
hats are too small. Involve- 
ment of the spine may cause 
a forward curvature. Kidney 
stones and deafness may be 
associated with this disease. 


The disease, although slowly 


p r o g r e s s i v e , is not fatal. 
There is no cure but it helps 
if the victim keeps active and 
gets a diet rich in milk and 
other sources of calcium as 
well as vitamin C. Aspirin 
helps to relieve the pain and 
sodium f l u o r i d e slows the 
progress of the disease. 


Q—Is there any new treat- 


ment for tic douloureux or tri- 
geminal neuralgia? 


A—A major advance in re- 


lieving the symptoms of this 
d i s e a s e is carbamazepine 
(Tegretol), This prescription 
drug requires careful medical 
supervision to prevent the de- 
velopment 
of serious 
blood 


disorders but with proper ad- 
justment of the dosage these 
side effects can be avoided. 


Q~Does the drainage from 


an infected sinus run down 
the bronchial tubes? Where 
d o e s t h e m u c u s t h a t i s 
coughed up come from?

ministers concentrated there. 


The Soviet proposal to the 


United States was that Israel 
withdraw to borders existing be* 
fore the June 1967 six-day war, 
the Arab nations declare an end 
to the state of belligerency, and 
that tlie United Nations main- 
tain a strong presence to guar- 
antee border peace.
